Visit to Singapore 


The s.s. Nieuw Zeeland arrived at Singapore on the 
early morning of Tuesday, October 8th. The A.D.C. to 
the Governor of the Straits Settlements came with two 
official cars for the guests already invited there—Dr. 
Watson Smith, Dr. E. K. Le Fleming, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Bishop Harman. The greater number of the Niexw 
Zeeland party put up at the Raffles Hotel, as did many 
from the s.s. Marella, who had arrived on the previous 
day and been welcomed by local representatives of the 
B.M.A, 

Before leaving Australia an admirable brochure had 
been placed in the hands of every visiting member, giving 
general information and a detailed programme for the 
three days October 7th, 8th, and 9th, which formed a 
useful guide and time-table. This had been arranged by 
the Entertainments Committee of the Southern Division 
(Singapore and Johore) of the Malaya Branch (chair- 
man, the Hon. Dr. W. M. Chambers ; vice-chairman, 
Professor B. M. Johns ; honorary secretary, Dr. J. V. 
Landor), An official B.M.A. Information Bureau remained 
Open at the Victoria Memorial Hall during the visit to 
Singapore ; here medical men and women and men and 
women studenis and other helpers were available to guide 


members and attend to their needs. Besides H.E. the 
Governor (Sir Shenton Thomas) and Lady Thomas, a 
group of leading members of the community, both medical 
and lay, acted as hosts, including the Bishop of Singapore ; 


eas | Sir David Galloway, the doyen of the profession ; the 
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Hon. W. M. Chambers, Director of Medical Services in 
Malaya ; Dr. H. R. Dive, D.D.M.S. ; Dr. G. V. Allen, 
Principal of Singapore College of Medicine, and the pro- 
fessors of the College ; Dr. J. W. Scharff, Chief Health 
Officer, Singapore ; and Dr. C. H. Duke, Lady Medical 
Officer, Government Health Office. Many other residents 
also extended informal hospitality to individual visitors 
who, moreover, were made honorary members of several 
of the clubs in Singapore. Visits were paid to the general 
hospital and special hospitals, and the infant welfare 
centre. The Chief Medical Officer for Singapore (Dr. 
L. W. Evans) and the Municipal Health Officer (Dr. P. S. 
Hunter), with the medical officers, matrons, and nursing 
sisters of the various institutions, personally welcomed 
the members of the B.M.A. party and conducted them 
over the wards and various special departments. 

On the afternoon of October 8th an official reception 
was given by the Governor and Lady Thomas, the Malaya 
Branch of the B.M.A., and the Council of King Edward 
VII College of Medicine. This function took place in 
the Great Hall of the College ; about 600 people were 
present and attended the garden party and inspection 
of laboratories of the College which followed. In a 
speech of welcome His Excellency said he believed that 
this was the first time in the history of Malaya that they 
had had with them so many eminent representatives of 
the medical profession. Referring to the remarkable 
progress made in health work in Malaya during recent 
years, he claimed that no city in the Tropics could show 
better figures than Singapore. Dr. Gilmour, president- 
elect of the Malaya Branch, said that owing to the 
unavoidable absence of the president the privilege of 
welcoming members and delegates of the Association on 
behalf of the Malaya Branch fell to him ; their presence 
would no doubt stimulate the Branch to renewed activity. 
Presenting the B.M.A. Prize for the Ceylon, Hong-Kong, 
and Malaya Group to the winner, Dr. A. V. Pestana, 
Dr. Watson Smith pointed out that the King Edward VII 
College of Medicine had a reputation which deservedly 
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stood high in the opinion of all medical authorities for 
its creative achievement. Dr. Le Fleming (Chairman of 
Council) thanked His Excellency and the other hosts for 
the very cordial welcome given to the visiting members. 
“ Our first duty is to convey to you greetings from the 
Council of the Association, and from the Representative 
Body a special message of welcome from those at home 
to you here.’’ Dr. Chambers thanked Sir Shenton Thomas 
for his address, and said that this was the second local 
function His Excellency had attended on behalf of 
medicine. On the evening of October 8th the Governor 
and Lady Thomas entertained leading members of the 
B.M.A. party to dinner at Government House, and after- 
wards visited with them the New World Show. The events 
of October 9th included a sight-seeing tour to Johore 
Bahru, a visit to the Singapore naval base and the air 
base, and a private dinner party at Government House. 
The party left Singapore by night train for Kuala Lumpur. 


Kuala Lumpur and Penang 


On arrival at Kuala Lumpur next morning they were 
received by officials of the Federated Malay States 
Division, and after bath and breakfast they met again 
at the Selangor Club and drove off in parties by car to 
various places of interest, including medical institutions 
such as the General Hospital and the Institute for Medical 
Research. Later in the day a much-enjoyed reception 
was given by Mrs. Marcus Rex, at which the native 
police band played a selection of music. The following 
day also was devoted to sight-seeing and a visit to Sungei 
3ulch Leper Settlement, where tea was provided by the 
matron. From 6 to 9 p.m. a cocktail dance was given 
at Selangor Club before the party left for Penang. 

At Penang they were met on arrival at the port by 
the officials of the Northern Division. At the Runnymede 
Hotel they were welcomed by Dr. J. A. Cowan (president 
of the Branch), Dr. J. G. Brandon-Bravo (chairman of 
Division), Dr. W. J. Vickers (vice-chairman of Division), 
Dr. J. E. Smith (past chairman of Division), Dr. Ong 
Chong-Kong (honorary secretary of Division), and Dr. 
V. K. Veerasingam (committee member of Division). 
Various Penang clubs made the visitors honorary members, 
and a number of excursions had been arranged. At an 
official luncheon provided by the local Division Dr. Cowan 
gave the toast of ‘‘ The B.M.A.”’ In his reply, Dr. 
Watson Smith said that this, the first world tour, might 
be looked upen as a new phase in the activities of the 
Association, and one likely to be fruitful in bringing 
members more closely together in the future. This Round- 
the-World Tour demonstrated the dignity and importance 
of the B.M.A. in modern life within the Empire. The 
toast of ‘‘ The Visitors "" was proposed by Dr. Brandon- 
Bravo and responded to by Mr. H. S. Souttar (Chairman 
of the Representative Body). 

After shopping expeditions, a visit to the botanical 
gardens, and dinner the party sailed on board the R.M.S. 
Rajputana. A letter of good wishes from the Penang 
agent of the P. & O. S.N. Co. enclosed a message 
from the Hon. Alexander Shaw (chairman of the directors 
of the company): ‘‘ I heartily welcome members of the 
Pritish Medical Association and their friends aboard 
Rajputana and wish them a happy and comfortable 
vovage."’ Both messages were at once acknowledged. 


Colombo 


October 13th, 14th, and 15th were spent at sea. At | 
6 a.m. on the 16th the Rajputana pulled up within the | 
Colombo breakwater. Landing at Colombo pier the party 
was met by office-bearers of the Ceylon Branch: Dr. 
J. R. Blaze, president-elect for 1936 (acting in the place 
of the late President, Mr. E. C. Alles, deceased), Drs. 
H. M. Peries and Frank Gunesekera (vice-presidents), 
Dr. R. B. Fernando (honorary secretary and treasurer), 
and the following members of the Council: Drs. Attvygalle, 
Jayasuriya, Wijewardene, and de Silva. The visitors 
were also met by the Mayor of Colombo (Mr. H. P. 
Kaufmann) and other civic representatives, whose official 
welcome was acknowledged by Mr. Bishop Harman 
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(Treasurer of the Association). Thereafter the members 
of the party drove past the chief places of interest, findin 
much to attract the eve. At 10.45 a.m. an official rebar 
tion was held at Queen’s House, the principal residence 
of His Excellency the Governor and Commander-in-Chief 
of Ceylon and its dependencies. Here the Acting Governor 
(Sir Graeme Tyrrell) and Lady Tyrrell, in the absence 
on leave of the Governor, shook hands with each 
member of the party and with the members of the 
Ceylon Branch who accompanied them. In the group 
of Ceylon representatives were the Minister for Health 
the Director of Medical Services, Dr. R. Briercliffe, and 
Lieut.-Colonel F. Gunesekera, O.B.E. (past-president ot 
the Ceylon Branch). After an exhibition of native Kandian 
dancing on the garden lawn, the B.M.A. party returned 
to the Rajputana, which shortly afterwards weighed 
anchor, heading for Bombay.

East YORKSHIRE BRANCH 
Lecture on the Problem of Osteopathy 


eeting of the East Yorkshire Branch held at Hull on 
October 9th, with the president, Dr. L. Lavine, in the 
chair, Mr. R. C. ELMSLIE delivered a B.M.A. Lecture on 
“The Problem of Osteopathy.’ 

Mr. Elmslie stated that osteopaths practise manipulations 
based on non-medical theories It was well known that the 
eneral public liked irregular practitioners. Whereas medical 
practitioners were expected to cure everyone by virtue of 
their training, it was not a very common happening for 
uacks to suffer for their failures, but they usually received 
great praise tor their cures. The lecturer then traced the 
origin of osteopathy, and mentioned the theories of Still 
and Palmer. Still's theory was that diseases were due to 
maladjustments of the bones, ligaments, vessels, etc. ; that 
the body contained everything necessary for health if the 
position of the bones, etc., was correct, and that no drugs 
were necessary for the treatment of disease. Palmer, the 
originator of chiropractic, taught that all diseases were due to 
Jesions of the spine causing interference with the nerves at 
their exit from the spinal column. Still believed that disease 
was due to interference with circulation—arterial, venous, 
and lymphatic. Thus Still's school of osteopathy opposed 
Palmer’s school of chiropractic. 

The claims of the osteopaths could be grouped as follows: 

1, Local conditions could be cured by local manipulations— 
for example, sprained ankle and locked knee. This, Mr. 
Elmslie said, was quite rational, but was not one of the 
original claims tor osteopathy made by Still. ' 

2. Manipulative treatment in the case of a more distant 
condition which was directly connected anatomically or 
physiologically with the part manipulated—for example, 
Jumbo-sacral region manipulated for sciatica. 

3. Manipulative treatment for a condition having no direct 
connexion with the part manipulated. This manipulation 
was irrational. Macdonald claimed that manipulation of the 
dorsal spine could affect the gastric secretions—for example, 
increase or decrease gastric juice according to the part 
manipulated, and even cure appendicitis without operation. 

4. General conditions such as anaemia, asthma, and pneu- 
monia could be cured by manipulation. 

5. Manipulation as a preventive of disease. | Macdonald 
stated that if in a boys’ school it was found that a large 
percentage of the boys possessed no immunity to measles, 
he would prevent an epidemic of measles by putting right 
the boys’ osteopathic lesions. 

Mr. Elmslie mentioned the difficulty of finding a suitable 
definition of an osteopathic lesion ; the term had not been 
fully defined, even by the osteopaths. He then dealt with 
the training of osteopaths, the majority of whom were 
trained in the United States of America. The quality of the 
training varied with the State concerned. Although there 
were said to be several thousands of osteopaths in this 
country, the British Association of Osteopaths would only 
consider approximately 200 to be sufficiently trained to be 
registered under the proposed Bill. In some States in 
America it was customary for the students of osteopathy to 
sit for the same examination in their early subjects as the 
medical students. A few osteopaths knew quite a lot about 
medicine, but the majority knew little. He instanced certain 
peculiarities of the osteopathic schools. Dr. Macdonald, after 
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the osteopaths, who claimed to treat every disease, and 
diagnose and treat even acute diseases. 

The lecturer then gave the following reasons for the present 
success of osteopaths: (1) Patients looked upon medical 
matters as mysterious. (2) The public was dissatisfied with 
the doubtful diagnosis and explanation of the doctor. (3) 
Osteopaths had certain successes—for example, lesions of the 
spine, minor adhesions, perhaps slight tilt or rotation of one 
vertebra on another ; patients suffering from headaches and 
backaches had been improved ; and functional cases with or 
without lesions—neuroses—had_ benefited from manipulations. 
(4) The osteopaths had assumed the work of bone-setters and 
manipulative surgeons. 

Mr. Elmslie expressed the opinion that the cult of osteo- 
pathy was slightly on the wane. To counter its development 
medical men should do manipulations themselves ; manipu- 
lative treatment was being taught now in medical schools ; 
also more extensive employment of masseurs would cut out 
osteopathy tremendously. The osteopaths in their Bill desired 
all the privileges but not the responsibilities of the medical 
profession. 

The PReEsIDENT expressed his appreciation of the lecture, 
and described the chiropractic treatment he once received 
when in Japan. Drs. Barter, R. D. Mitrer, Fouracre, 
AsHWIN, Morton STEWART, CorBETT, and YounG joined in 
the subsequent discussion. After Mr. Etmsiie had replied to 
the questions put to him Mr. Git proposed a vote of thanks, 
and Mr. Younc seconded the proposition. This was carried 
with acclamation.

Dr. W. J. T. Kimper read a paper entitled ‘‘ A Study of 


Life: Psychology for Every Day.’’

as growth proceeded, a gradually enlarging circle ; thus social 
spirit and community feeling developed. At each stage 
difficulties might be experienced in adapting to the wider 
relationships, and progress in development be partially arrested 
at any stage, with the persistence of reactions proper to that 
stage. While under favourable conditions a more mature 
type of reaction might normally be presented, difficulties in 
the individual's situation might provoke a response charac- 
teristic of an earlier developmental stage. Persistent un- 
pleasant experiences would induce fantasy development, 
implying diminished experience of reality with consequent 
poorer adaptation to the environment. A persistent feeling 
of inferiority or insecurity induced the tendency to react in 
an instinctive, egotistical, or asocial way, and to regress to 
a more primitive form of reacting. The individual who 
had succeeded in modifying his primitive urge to a com- 
munity urge had acquired a standard differing from his more 
primitive ones, but these did not disappear altogether, and 
set up conflicts. Punishment of primitive reactions might 
benefit the more courageous types of character, but in others 
the goal of superiority was attained in a roundabout way by 
behaviour which was not consciously related to the real 
situation. Either a harsh or an over-protected environment 
could prevent experience of reality ; other adverse conditions 
were the position in the family and physical deformities. 
Tendencies to exhibit neurotic symptoms were especially 
manifested in illegitimate and unwanted children. Any new 
situation for the timid, ill-adapted individual threatened 
the danger of defeat, and the unconscious responses often 
appeared irrational to others. Claustrophobia, enuresis, head- 
aches, gastric disturbances, palpitations, and insomnia were 
symptoms commouly associated with a condition of stress or 
unwonted responsibility. Prescription of a rest or a holiday 
brought only temporary relief, because the underlying cause 
remained. Such neurotic reaction patterns in course of time 
might produce secondary organic changes, while the fear of 
physical ill-health, once experienced, might itself become a 
cause of mental stress. Thus many cases exhibited signs of 
psychical, functional, and structural disorder, and presented 
a complicated problem to the physician. Treatment should 
aim at restoration of self-confidence and of confidence in the 
community. Bearing in mind that the neurotic symptom was 
the gratification or the excuse which the patient had for the 
feeling of inadequacy, care must be taken not to remove 
the symptom and leave the essential fear, since the patient 
would then become worse. Analysis was the radical and 
rational treatment, but it was time-consuming and therefore 
expensive, and if imperfectly conducted might do harm. 
In the successful treatment of a badly behaved child inter- 
pretation of the results differed with the different psycho- 
logical schools of thought. The Freudian would claim that 
fixation of libido due to trauma in earlier years had been 
overcome ; the liberated libido was free to obtain normal 
gratification without expression, and thus was available for 
the child to utilize in making normal social contacts. The 
Adlerian would assert that the old feeling of distrust of the 
community had been abolished. Just as a surgical condition 
could be successfully treatel by different surgeons using 
different methods so morbid psychological states might be 
cured, different methods giving equal benefit. In neurosis 
there was also a tendency to recovery or adaptation without 
definite psychological treatment, but it was useless to tell the 
patients that their difficulties were ‘‘ merely nerves,”’ and that 
there was nothing wrong with them ; they knew the first state- 
ment to be true, and were convinced that the second was false. 
In treatment it was useful to remember the three spheres of 
human activities: work, social relationships, and sex. Each 
aspect should be considered in each case. Success in prophy- 
laxis depended on early diagnosis in childhood. The neurotic 
was such because he was at the present time, or had been, 
aware of his own imperfections, and thus the conflict arose 
which was expressed by the neurotic symptoms. Success in 
treatment depended on realizing that the neurotic was not 
inferior because he could not accept himself and the world as 
they actually were, but that he was capable of great 
achievements when well adjusted.

Tea was then taken at the 
invitation of the president. 


SOUTHERN BRANCH: PORTSMOUTH DIVISION 

The opening meeting of the new session of the Portsmouth 
Division was held at Southsea on October 10th, when Dr, 
J. A. D. Rapevirre was in the chair. About one hundred 
members and guests were present, of whom seventy-one sat 
down to the preceding supper. The chairman welcomed the 
clergy who had been invited to the lecture and to take part 
in the subsequent discussion. The Rev. Father Izarp, himself 
a medical man, then gave an address entitled ‘‘ Do Organic 
Cures Occur at Lourdes? ’’ He gave medical details, iMus- 
trated by lantern slides, of six cases of miraculous cures, 
The number of members taking part in the subsequent 
discussion clearly indicated the success of the meeting. On 
the motion of the Rev. A. Dennis, seconded by Mr. J. J. 
Liston, a hearty vote of thanks was accorded the Rev, 
Father Izard for his address. 

The annual St. Luke’s Day service of the Division was held 
at Portsmouth Cathedral on October 20th, when the large 
attendance included members of the dental and _ nursing 
professions. The lessons were read by the chairman of the 
Division, Dr. Radcliffe, and by Dr. B. William M. Aston 
Key. The Bishop of Portsmouth, the Right Rev. Dr. E, 
Nevitte Lovett, preached the sermon. At the end of the 
service mention in remembrance was made of a number ot 
medical practitioners who had died during the year. The 
collection amounted to just over £9. 


SOUTHERN BRANCH: WINCHESTER DIVISION 
The annual dinner of the Winchester Division was held on 
October 10th, when Dr. W. Russett CARLING was in the 
chair, and the guest of the evening was Dr. C. M. Hinds 
Howell. 

After dinner Dr. Howe gave an address on “‘ The 
Treatment of Psychoneuroses in General Practice.’ He said 
that students at present had little or no _ psychological 
training, and that most practitioners were ill trained to deal 
with anything but organic lesions. Psychoneuroses had to be 
distinguished from psychoses on the one hand and from 
organic lesions on the other. In the psychotic the reaction 
to reality of the whole personality was altered, while in the 
psychoneurotic it was only part of the personality which 
reacted abnormally. The former also was difficult of 
approach, but the latter welcomed interest in his condition. 
A diagnosis that the patient’s symptoms were psychogenic 
necessitated some form of psychotherapy, the particular form 
being determined by age, intelligence, and education, whieh 
together formed the capacity of the patient for co-operation. 
Many chronic patients had no wish to get well, and to rob 
them of their symptoms resulted usually in their acquiring 
others. The methods of treatment depended on the origm 
of the psychoneuroses. It was impossible for general practl- 
tioners to embark on a full psycho-analytic treatment of 
patients, as they possessed neither the time nor the technique, 
but there was no doubt that a simpler form of psychotherapy 
would help most psychoneurotic patients, and the lecturer 
recommended to his audience Ross’s book The Common 
Neuroses. 

The essence of treatment consisted in getting patients to 
realize that their illness depended on their reaction to 4 
particular set of circumstances or preoccupations. To do 


this it was necessary to explain to some extent the nature 
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of emotional reactions and conditioned reflexes. Intelligence 
was necessary on the part of the patient, or the attempt was 
q failure. Further, the practitioner must ascertain the diffi- 
culties with which the patients had to contend, and which 
had produced the present state. This might not be easy, 
and the patient might deny any difficulties at first ; but 

dually he could be brought to see the association of his 
difficulties with his illness. The truth might be accepted 
grudgingly, since it would offend the patient's self-respect ; 
he preferred to be ill from overwork than from inability to 
face a difficult situation. Examination of a patient required 
time, and could not be rushed. If time was not available, 
then a general practitioner should not attempt this type of 
work. In conclusion, Dr. Hinds Howell said he thought 
that a wide general knowledge of medicine and experience of 
life was a necessary part of the education of those who 
were likely to be most helpful in dealing with the psycho- 
neuroses, and in his opinion such knowledge and experience 
could be gained as well in general practice as under any 
other conditions. 

A discussion followed, and Dr. Hinds Howell answered a 
number of questions. At the conclusion of the meeting a 
hearty vote of thanks was accorded him for his interesting 
address.
